The plane, described as a high- 
altitude, high-speed interceptor 
rather than a fighter, was flown ae 
Hakodate by a Soviet defector, air 
force Lt. Viktor Belenko. 

‘The sources sald the Mig had a 
very good and had a high 
standard of metallurgy in its wings 
and fuselage construction, but they 
described the electronic equipment 
as “relatively unsophisticated.” ‘They

— A 
red, white and blue tractor pulled 
America's $5b. space shuttle or- 
biter into the sunlight on Friday 
for its public unveiling before a 
crowd of several thousand. 

The stubby, 40-metre-long or- 
biter ia the next stage of the 
U.S. space prog: camme. The craft, 
described os “part- spacecraft, 
part launch vehicle and part air-' 
plane,” wilt take ordinary passen- 
gers into space and back. 

‘The orbiter waa to have been 
called “The Constitution.” Pre- 
sident Ford changed the name to 
“Enterprise” after a letter-wri- 
tlng campaign from fans of 
“Star Trek,” a long-running 
science fiction television prog- 
ramme. “Enterprise” is the name 
of the tel-vision starship dis- 
patched into intergalactic space 
on a ‘five year mission to go 
where no man had ever gone 
before.” 

‘The space shuttle won't go 
quite that far. It is designed to 
go no farther than earth orbit. 
But it will carry four passengers 
in addition to its crew. 

This will enable “not just os- 
tronzuts and cosmonauts but all 
kinds of people” to enter space, 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration head James 
Fietcher told about 2,000 spec- 
tators, -- including seven mem- 
bers of the “Star Trek” cast — at 
Rockwell International's space 
division plant on Friday. 

Initial tests of the orbiter are 
scheduled far carly next year 
with the first space flight plan- 
nea for March 1979.

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The 1976 ‘Allon Plan’ 


ISRAEL'S CABINET MINISTERS have earned a reputation 
of voicing political statements which do not necessarily cor- 
respond with officially approved Government policy. Moreover, 
a good number of our Ministers often tend to attract public 
attention on their views regarding foreign policy and defence 
issues, rather than on matters which are.strictly within the 
province of their respective Ministries. 5 

As 2 result. the Government and the Prime Minister often 
find themselves completely taken by surprise, to the extent 
of poiitical embarressment, by utterances of various Cabinet 
Ministers. One such blatant case is certainly last week's 
publication of the revised “Allon Plan” by the Deputy Premier 
and Foreign Minister in the current issue of the prestigious 
“Foreign Affairs" magazine. 

Questioned in a television interview whether he had cleared 
publication of his article with the Prime Minister, Mr. Yigal 
Allon said that this had not been necessary in this case, 
since, in his view, his plan did not exceed accepted Government 
decisions, stressing that this was within his authority. Be 
that as it may, it is quite inconceivable that a major political 
initiative by Israel, such as proposing the territorial outlines 
for a future peace settlement, should come about through 
the personal, totally uncoordinated decision of one senior 
Cabinet Minister, even if he holds the rank of Deputy Premier 
and Foreign Minister. 

it is impossible for any outsider to distinguish between - 
official Government policy and the personal views of Israel's 
Foreign Minister. Lf there is one thing a Cabinet Minister 
has to give up. that is his right to make public his personal 
views on major policy issues without proper prior clearance 
by the Government. 

Mr. Allon’s supporters could argue that the hasic ingredients 
of the plan, named after him, had been public knowledge for 
several years now, in fact ever since he submitted it to the 
Government in July 1967, shortly after the Six Day War, 
when he was Minister of Labour. Moreover, the “Allon Plan” 
had served as a guideline for the siting of Israel settlements 
along the Jordan River in the West Bank, as well as in 
Sinai and on the Golan Heights. 

Nevertheless, all governments since 1967 have deliberately 
refrained from taking any decision on Mr. Allon’s proposals. 
The purpose of this policy was to avoid premature internal 
debate, as well as the wish not to precipitate a rushed Arab 
rejection of a reasonable territorial compromise. Reports of 
earlier rejections by King Hussein of the “Allon Plan,” when 
the Jordanian monarch was sounded out by Israel leaders, * 
shouid have served as further proof that any new and serious 
initiative in this direction ought to have been properly pre- 
pared and placed in the context of peace negotiations between 


Israe! and Jordan. 
The ill tuming of Mr. Allon’s publication of his plan has 
only served to embarrass even staunch supporters of terri- 


torial compromise as advocated by the Foreign Minister. 
Moreover, it has brought immediate and reinforced rejection 
of the plan by the Arabs who were as much taken by sur- 
prise by its publication as were Israel's Government leaders. 

The entire exercise has thus proved to have been counter- 
productive, hurting the chances of even partial approval of 
the “Allon Pian” by both its opponents in Israel and the 
raore moderate Arab leadership. If there is merit in some 
tew political initiative by Israel, involving even the sensitive 
area cf the West Bank, Mr. Allon's move has only served to 
postpane it indefinitely, rather than forcing the issue. 

But what has been hurt even more, is what remains of 
the Government's team spirit. By publishing a major policy 
statement of his own on the eve of his departure for the 
UN Assembly in New York, Mr. Allon has only served to point 
up the internal disarray of Israel's Government. :

D-DAY of the Six Day War. June 5, 
1967.

At 7.30 a.m. I was in the Alr Force.

Only rarely was a 
plane of ours hit. So, we had crushed 
the enemy's air strength; but this 
was only part of the enemy's armed 


might, and our tanks had not yeten- . 


countered the Egyptian armour. 
Nevertheless, within a few moments 
the nightmare of the previous weeks. 
had vanished. True, the war had only 
just begun; but it was the kind of 
start which augured well for the 
remaining phases... : 

Our attack on Egypt's air bases 
was carried out in two waves. In the 
first. between the hours of 7.14 and 
8.55 a.m., our aircraft attacked 11 
Egyptian sirfields, destroyed 197 
enemy aircraft (189 on the ground 
and eight in aerial battle), rendered 
six air bases inoperable and put 16 
radar stations out of action. In the 
second wave, they attacked 14 air- 
fields and destroyed 107 enemy air- 
craft, 


Our casualties in both waves were 
11 pilots — six killed, two taken 
prisoner and three wounded — and 
we lost nine planes. Six were hit, but 
returned safely Ἀπὸ.

The operation of the first wave 
went off exactly as planned, and the 


considerations underlying the plan- - 


ning turned out to be correct. H-hour 
had been set for 7.45 on the assump- 
tion that at that hour the senior 
Egyptian officers would be on their 
way from home to headquarters. 
This proved right. Flying at low 
altitude and maintaining radio 
silence brought our aircraft to their 
targets undetected. The order for 
radio silence was so strict that it was 
not to be broken even in the event of 
8 erash or the abandonment of an 
aircraft; and the maximum altitude 
allowed any plane was extremely 
low. υ 


The briefing to wing commanders 
was given by the Commander of the 
Air Force, Maj. Gen. Motti 
(Mordechai) Hod, in the afternoon of 
the previous day,.

And next morning the pilots 
were awakened at 3.45 so that they 
could bone up on the briefing.

The Jordanian air force was the 
second to go into action, its Hunters 
taking off at noon and attacking 
Netanya and the Kfar Syrkin airfield 
near. Petah Tikva. At Syrkin they 
destroyed ἃ Nord transport plane 
that was on the ground. Two hours 
later three Iraqi Hunter planes flew 
over, sending rockets in the direction 
of my own settlement of Nahalal, no 
doubt believing it was the Ramat 
David airfield. They caused no 
damage and returned to Iraq. 

As soon as the reports came in of 
Syrian and Jordanian air attacks, 
Motti ordered his staff to “Plan 
Syria and Jordan — fast!"’ Within 
minutes, eight flight formations who 
were on their way to hit other targets 
were diverted in the air to Syrian 
and Jordanian air bases. 

Thus, at 12.15, a third wave of 
lanes went into action. 
The entire Jordanian Air Force of 28 
planes was destroyed. Syria lost 53 
aircraft out of a total of 112, Iraq lost 
10. Our own losses in this third wave 
were five pilots killed, two wounded 
and two taken prisoner, and 10 
Planes. 

For the men of our Air Force, this 
was their day, a long, arduous and 


hazardous day. By brilliant planning ἡ 


end by daring combat between dawn 
and sunset, they had assured the 
successful outcome of the campaign 
against three countries....

MOTOR INSURANCE LEGISLATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — With reference to the new 
Road Accident Victims Compensa- 
tion Law, we wish to point out that 
the Eanes Committee of the 
esset, when approving premium 
increases of about 50 per ἘΠῚ was 
supplied with rather dubious 
assumptions made by the Supervisor 
of Insurance which were worked out 
together with the interested in- 
surance companies. To the best of 
our knowledge, the new premium 
tariff was not on any real 
statistical evidence either in Israel 
or outside of Israel. Furthermore the 
Supervisor of Insurance has been un- 
willing to provide us with informa- 
tion concerning the statistical 
method in which the compatibility of 
the new tariff to actual conditions 


will be followed up. 

We also feel that the scaled 
earnings-linked benefit which will be 
paid to any victim within 60 days 
from the date of the accident will 
Provide the ideal situation for the 
victim to hold out for unreasonable 
benefits whilst receiving a monthly 
compensation. We believe that this 
situation will lead to less com- 
promises and more court cases than 
at present. We believe that the 
answer to this problem will only 
come about when the law will be 
changed to require compulsory ar- 
bitration before bringing the matter
